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REPORT  OF  THE  PROCEEDINGS  AT  THE 
85th  ANNUAL  MEETING. 


THE  85th  Annual  General  Meeting  of  the  Governors  was  held 
in  the  Infirmary  annexe  at  25  Regent  Street,  on  Tuesday, 
12th  June,  1945,  at  3  p.m. 

In  the  unavoidable  absence  of  Her  Grace  the  Duchess  of 
Portland,  the  Chair  was  occupied  by  the  Sheriff  of  Nottingham 
(Councillor  W.  B.  Blandy)  supported  by  the  Rt.  Rev.  the  Lord 
Bishop  of  Southwell  (Dr.  F.  Russell  Barry),  the  High  Sheriff  of 
Nottinghamshire  (J.  Holland  Walker,  Esq.),  Sir  Frederick  Sykes, 
M.P.  and  Lady  Sykes,  Aid.  Major  T.  P.  Barber  (Vice-President) 
and  the  following  members  of  the  Committee  of  Management — 
Alderman  J.  N.  Derbyshire  (Chairman),  Mrs.  F.  A.  Broadhead, 
Miss  G.  Harlow,  Messrs.  J.  Mowl,  G.  Terry,  Dr.  T.  B.  Gilbart- 
Smith,  Dr.  Thomson  Henderson,  Dr.  A.  Christie  Reid,  Dr.  G.

Report  arad  Accounts. 

In  moving  the  adoption  of  the  Committee’s  Report  and 
Accounts  for  1944,  the  Sheriff  of  Nottingham  regretted  the  absence 
of  Her  Grace  the  Duchess  of  Portland,  which,  he  said,  would  be 
shared  by  all  present.  Councillor  Blandy  referred  to  the  sound 
work  of  the  Infirmary  and  stated  that  there  was  no  doubt  that 
in  the  near  future,  the  whole  of  the  health  services  of  this  country 
would  be  re  cast  and  re-organised  and  a  medical  service  established 
for  all  the  people.  A  complete  eye  service  would  be  required  for 
the  whole  of  this  area  and  if  the  Eye  Infirmary  could  prove  to  the 
authorities  that  it  was  able  to  undertake  this  responsibility,  it 
would  be  in  a  a  very  strong  position  indeed.  If,  however,  it  was 
unable  to  provide  the  services  required,  then  the  authorities 
would  have  to  share  the  work  with  them.  The  Sheriff  thought 
that  voluntary  institutions  would  never  be  displaced.  He  had 
pleasure  in  moving  the  adoption  of  the  Annual  Report  and 
Accounts  for  1944. 

Aid.  J.  N.  Derbyshire  (Chairman  of  Committee)  seconded. 
He  spoke  of  the  arduous  work  of  the  past  years  and  thanked  the 
subscribers  and  supporters  for  their  loyal  and  excellent  help, 
which  had  enabled  the  Infirmary  to  surmount  the  difficulties  of 
the  war  years. 

The  expenditure  in  the  past  year  had  been  no  less  than  the 
record  figure  of  £10,707 — more  than  £4,000  in  the  last  period  of 
the  war  than  in  the  first — but  the  income  had  been  £10,900  so 
that  there  had  been  a  surplus  of  £193.  Mr.  Derbyshire  con¬ 
gratulated  the  Contributory  Scheme  for  its  splendid  efforts, 
whereby  £4,154  had  been  received  by  the  Infirmary.  He  drew 
attention  to  the  fact  that  the  accumulated  funds  had  now  reached 
a  total  of  over  £50,000. 

The  retirement  of  Dr.  A.  Christie  Reid  from  the  office  of 
Honorary  Surgeon  after  24  years  loyal  service  to  the  Infirmary 
was  announced  by  Aid.  Derbyshire,  who  thanked  him  most 
warmly  in  the  name  of  the  Governors  for  all  the  good  work  he 
had  performed,  and  hoped  he  would  be  spared  to  enjoy  good 
health  and  very  many  happy  years  in  his  retirement. 
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In  referring  to  the  future.  Aid.  Derbyshire  whole- heartediy 
welcomed  the  principle  that  a  medical  service  of  every  kind  should 
be  available  for  everyone  in  the  country  and  affirmed  that  the 
Eye  Infirmary  was  anxious  to  do  all  possible  to  co-ordinate  this 
work  :  he  was  quite  sure  that  when  the  time  came  they  would 
co-operate  in  every  way  with  the  City  authorities  so  that  their 
respective  spheres  of  work  would  not  clash.  The  primary  object 
was  to  provide  the  most  efficient  service  possible. 

Major-General  Sir  Frederick  Sykes,  M.P.,  supported  the 
motion  and,  while  welcoming  the  proposed  National  Health 
Service,  expressed  the  profound  hope  that  the  voluntary  effort 
of  the  country  would  not  be  eliminated  in  any  way,  but  would 
combine  with  the  local  authorities  with  good-will  for  the  benefit 
of  all  concerned. 

Mr.  J.  W.  Rose  (L.N.E.  Railway  Colwick  Loco.)  also  supported 
and  congratulated  the  Committee  on  the  year’s  good  work  and 
urged  them  to  go  forward  with  confidence. 

The  Report  and  Accounts  were  unanimously  adopted. 

Election  of  President  and  Vice-Presidents. 

On  the  proposition  of  Lt.-Col.  N.  G.  Pearson,  seconded  by 
Mr.  A.  E.  Roberts  (Stanton  Ironworks  Employees’  Hospital

Regular  and  steady  progress  has  been  made  and  much  useful 
work  has  been  accomplished  during  the  twelve  months. 

President. 

2.  Her  Grace  Winifred,  Duchess  of  Portland  kindly  accepted 
the  Presidency  for  a  second  year  thereby  showing  her  sympathy 
with  our  work. 

Committee. 

3.  Alderman  L.  W.  A.  White  has  resigned  from  the  Committee 
as  the  representative  of  Notts.  County  Council  and  his  place  has 
been  taken  by  Councillor  H.  C.  C.  Carlton.  Councillor  E.  Purser 
continues  to  represent  the  Nottingham  Corporation. 

Statistics. 

4.  The  new  cases  treated  by  the  Out-patient  Department 
again  show  an  increase  over  any  previous  year,  though  the  number 
of  attendances,  while  still  a  high  total,  has  not  quite  maintained 
that  of  1943. 

In-patients  admitted  totalled  1,061  including  116  to  the 
Private  Wards.  Cases  continue  to  be  treated  under  the  Ministry 
of  Health  Emergency  Hospital  Scheme.

Finance. 

5.  The  Annual  Accounts  have  been  redrafted  to  conform  with 
accepted  Hospital  practice  and  the  heads  of  Income  and  Expend-

iture  and  Liabilities  &  Assets  in  the  Balance  Sheet  have  been 
regrouped  in  accordance  with  the  standardised  form  prescribed 
by  the  Revised  Uniform  System  of  Hospital  Accounts.  The 
comparative  figures  for  1943  have  been  similarly  adjusted. 

Income.  Substantial  increases  have  occured  in  the  income, 
which  reached  the  record  total  of  £10,900.  The  subscriptions 
included  a  special  donation  of  £250  from  the  Notts.  &  District 
Miners  and  sincere  and  grateful  thanks  are  expressed  for  this 
very  generous  support. 

The  Nottingham  &  Notts.  Hospital  Saturday  Contributory 
Fund  paid  £3,284  being  the  full  cost  of  the  treatment  of  members 
during  the  year.  The  Committee  is  gratified  and  relieved  that 
the  Fund  has  not  only  once  again  been  able  to  do  this  but  in 
addition  has  paid  us  £870  out  of  its  surplus  for  1944.  The  total 
from  this  source  is  thus  the  magnificent  sum  of  £4,154  which 
is  most  thankfully  acknowledged. 

Expenditure.  As  was  anticipated,  the  expenditure  has 
again  increased  and  amounted  to  £10,707.  This  figure  is  £1,824 
more  than  in  1943  and  over  £2,500  higher  than  the  outgoings 
in  1942.  The  main  cause  is  to  be  found  under  Salaries  and 
Wages.  Other  increases  arose  through  the  enhanced  cost  caused 
by  the  war. 

For  the  first  year  since  since  1938,  there  is  an  excess  of  income 
over  expenditure  of  £193. 

During  the  preceding  five  years,  the  deficits  have  aggregated 
£1,392.  The  credit  balance  this  year  thus  makes  up  some  of 
the  lost  ground.  The  Committee  appeals  with  confidence  for 
continued  support  in  the  coming  year  when  it  is  feared  that 
increased  expenditure  will  have  to  be  met.

The  Committee  records  its  great  pleasure  and  expresses  its 
thanks  to  both  donors  for  their  generous  and  thoughtful  action. 
Five  beds  in  the  Infirmary  are  now  specifically  endowed. 

As  stated  at  the  last  Annual  Meeting,  the  Blind  Institution, 
wishing  to  commemorate  Dr.  Thomson  Henderson’s  thirty-five 
years  of  devoted  service  in  the  interest  of  the  Institution  and  its 
pupils,  happily  expressed  their  gratitude  by  endowing  a  bed 
in  the  Infirmary. 

The  gift  from  the  Miners  of  the  district  is  in  addition  to  the 
special  donation  of  £250  mentioned  in  paragraph  5. 

Improved  Conditions. 

8.  The  wireless  installation  has  become  obsolete  and  the 
Committee  has  carefully  explored  the  best  and  most  suitable 
means  of  providing  the  patients,  many  of  whom  are  often  unable 
to  read,  with  broadcast  reception.  After  due  consideration 
it  has  been  decided  to  re-equip  the  Infirmary  with  a  loud-speaker 
wireless  installation.  Provision  is  also  being  made  to  extend 
this  to  the  Nurses  Homes  for  the  benefit  of  the  Nursing  Staff 
and  the  necessary  work  of  rewiring  the  entire  premises  is  now 
in  hand. 

Consideration  is  being  given  to  refurnishing  the  Nurses’  Home 
and  bringing  the  accommodation  up-to-date. 


Ophthalmic  Experience  of  Nurses  in  Training. 

9.  At  the  request  of  the  Nottingham  General  Hospital, 
arrangements  were  made  in  the  latter  half  of  the  year  in  order 
that  selected  nurses  in  their  third  year  of  training  at  that  Hospital 
might  gain  some  practical  ophthalmic  experience.  Each  nurse 
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spends  a  total  period  of  one  month  in  the  various  departments 
of  the  Infirmary  and  the  course,  which  is  under  the  supervision 
of  Matron,  is  of  considerable  advantage  in  the  nurses’  training. 

Since  the  commencement  of  the  arrangement,  even  closer 
co-operation  with  the  General  Hospital  has  been  brought  about 
by  the  attendance  for  instruction  under  Dr.  Thomson  Henderson 
of  a  small  number  of  nurses  in  the  Out-patient  department 
once  weekly. 

In  the  course  of  time,  further  developments  of  such  a  training 
scheme  may  be  possible.  A  much  wider  field  could  be  covered. 

National  Health  Service. 

10.  While  the  place  of  ophthalmic  hospitals  is  not  yet  clearly 
defined  in  the  proposed  National  Health  Service,  further  thought 
and  discussion  among  the  many  interests  concerned  is  still  being 
continued  on  the  general  proposals  for  a  comprehensive  scheme 
of  Social  Insurance,  of  which  Ophthalmic  Service  should  form 
a  part. 

Prize  Day. 

11.  The  Second  Prize  Day  was  held  in  July  when  a  good 
report  on  the  nurses’  work  was  given,  The  Chairman,  in  present¬ 
ing  prizes  and  certificates,  congratulated  the  successful  nurses 
on  the  high  standard  again  attained.  Grateful  thanks  are 
accorded  to  the  kind  donors  of  prizes. 

Thanks 

12.  In  a  year  that  has  been  no  less  arduous  than  the  four 
and  a  half  years  of  war-time  conditions  preceding  it,  the  Honorary 
Surgeons  have  again  performed  an  enormous  amount  of  work. 
The  Committee  pays  tribute  to  their  skill  and  willing  service. 
Mention  must  also  be  made  in  this  connection  of  the  valuable 
services  of  Dr.  A.  H.  Booth  in  the  Out-patient  department,  and 
of  Captain  J.  C.  Mustarde,  whose  efforts  have  been  of  great  help 
in  easing  the  burden  of  the  work.

Thanks  are  expressed  to  Sir  Charles  Pain,  F.C.A.,  Honorary 
Auditor,  and  Messrs.  Blake  &  Powell,  Stockbrokers,  for  their 
continued  services. 

The  voluntary  work  of  Miss  0.  M.  Walker  and  Mrs.  N.  Sutton 
in  the  Dispensary  has  been  of  very  considerable  help  and  thanks 
are  also  due  to  those  members  of  the  Red  Cross  Organisation 
who  have  assisted  in  the  wards  and  in  the  sewing  room  ;  and 
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to  Rev.  T.  A.  Lee  (Rector  of  St.  Peter’s  Church)  for  conducting 
Sunday  evening  services  and  for  weekly  visits  to  patients  in 
the  Infirmary. 

The  books  in  the  library  kindly  provided  and  kept  up  to  date 
by  the  Red  Cross  continue  to  be  appreciated  by  the  patients. 

The  help  of  the  members  of  the  Voluntary  Car  Pool  in 
transporting  patients  has  been  of  much  assistance  and  their 
services  highly  appreciated. 

Matron  (Miss  A.  Lee)  and  the  Medical,  Nursing,  administrative 
and  domestic  staffs  have  all  contributed  to  the  efficient  working 
of  the  Infirmary. 

Finally,  the  Committee  sincerely  thanks  the  Subscribers  and 
Donors  and  those  many  others  who  have  rendered  service  and 
support  in  various  ways.

Undue  advantage  has  been  taken  of  the 
honorary  services  of  the  Surgeons  and  the  benefits  of  the 
Institution  by  those  in  a  position  to  pay  for  the  same,  and  in 
respect  of  School  Children  for  whom  speoial  provision  is  made 
by  the  State. 

Four  Out-Patient  Recommendations  are  given  for  each 
Subscription  of  One  pound. 

Out-Patients  requiring  Medicine,  &o.,  must  pay  3d.  for  eaoh 
week  they  remain  on  the  books,  or  else  produce  a  second  Recom¬ 
mendation  from  a  Subscriber. 

In-Patients  are  admitted  on  the  recommendation  of  an  Hon. 
Surgeon,  and  are  required  to  pay  Is.  6d.  per  day,  in  advanoe 
towards  the  cost  of  Board,  Washing  and  Nursing,  unless  financial 
responsibility  is  accepted  by  the  patient’s  Contributory  Fund,  or 
by  a  Public  Authority,  &c.  Arrangements  may  be  made  for  this 
fee  to  be  paid  direct  by  the  employer,  or  other  person  interested 

in  the  patient. 

Patients  who  are  members  of  a  Contributory  Scheme  must 
produce  a  Voucher  for  hospital  treatment  issued  by  their  Secretary 
or  Collector,  instead  of  an  Infirmary  Recommendation,  otherwise 

charges  will  be  made. 

PRIVATE  PATIENTS. 

In  addition  to  the  ordinary  wards,  a  limited  number  of 
beds  are  available  for  private  patients  of  limited  means. 
Application  for  the  use  of  these  should  be  made  through  one  of 
the  Infirmary  Surgeons  to  the  Matron.  The  inclusive  charge  is 
20/-  per  day  for  a  room  with  one  bed,  or  12/6  per  day  each  patient 
for  a  room  with  two  beds  ;  patients  must  make  their  own 
arrangements  with  the  surgeon  as  regards  his  fees  for  operating, 
&c  and  with  the  Anaesthetist  and  other  Specialists.
